BADGE OF COURAGE 


It is said that courage is found in unexpected 
places, at unusual times and in multitudinous ways. 
At scattered points all over this global sphere called 
the Earth, it is being shown; for, war and its horrors 
have brought sudden death and swift destruction into 
present reality. 

Men are daily preparing themselvas for dangers, for 
injuniss, for death; women and children are working, 
Waiting and wondering whether their mon will return or 
black-bordored letters will toll the story; yet be it 
men, grim with tho knowledge of approaching battle, or 
women, with tautened nerves stocling thomsolvses for the 
day when thers be no hows from abroad, we know that 
war has brought an onlargoning of that spiritual power 
=~COUrago e 

But the tbadge of courage' is not won only by those 
who aro at war; it is won and earnod in times of peace 
by those who have the will to broak through the narrow 
ness of public opinions and by those who face the human 
problems of life with increasing impotus as groater 
bondage tries to tio them dow. This is tho courage 
that we neod nowe 

Courage has dominated the lives of the Americans 
with Japanese faces; for, was it not that self-same 
courage that made the issei fare out across the vast 
Pacific and seek refuge in these lands wo call the 
United States. Then, years of poontige, groveling in 
the soil of the fortile California: valleys, living a 
prelude to the lives that the 'Okies' and the 'Arkiecs! 
were to live throo decades later, 

We spook of agitation against the nisei today, but 
bittor foolings against the Orientals woro prevelemt 
even inthose onrly days--porhaps inmore vicious formse 
Discrimination, insolenco end prejudico against tho 
migrants were fed by groups such as tho Joint Immigre- 
tion-committee, tho Hearst and the McClatchy Journc~ 
lists; so, thore cano the Alion Lend Law, tho city 
and district housing covenants, the restrictive 
fossional rulings, the barring of Japanose from citi- 
zenship and, in some casos, sogrogated schools, 

Why didn't the Japanese assimilate? Why didn't thoy 
try to mix in with the others? Did thoy mvo a chanco 
to? Wore they nided and abottcd? California's history 
Will show clearly that the oppressive forces them tw 


done all they can to dissuade the Americanization of 
the Japanese, 


But courage kept flaming in the hearts that deman- 
ded freedom, in the souls that called for justice, in

December 7, 1941 brought Pearl HarborJ Thea fire of 
the Orient swept through the Pacific waters!
